TO REDUCE SOLONS 


Consolidation Would Cut 


Down Number of 


Legislators 


LITTLE HOCK. — Consolidation of 


Arkansas' 7f> county governments by 
converting the state's 
3t senatorial 


districts into 34 counties was advocat- 
ed by C, P. Newton, member of the 
Arkansas Corporation Commission and 
former Pulaski county judge, Monday 
night. 


Such a consolidation could be in- 


corporated 
into 
one 
constitutional 


amendment, Mr. Newton said. 
This 


would "perhaps meet approval of a 
majority of our voters," provided the 
counties thus made up rould be prop- 
erly balanced in area mill population, 
he said. 


The most difficult problem of con- 


solidation. Mr. Newlon said, would 
be the selection and location of coun- 
ty seals. HL- believes this should be 
left ot the legislature. 


'Prairie counties constitute the Twelfth 


Senatorial District, the latter county 
having two county seats. It is easy to 
foresee that the vote of the composite 
territory would name Lonoke as the 
county scat of the consolidated coun- 
ty, mainly because the Linoke county 
territory is more populous. 


Instead of confining the ultimate 


voting to a selection between Des Arc, 
DcVaJIs 
Bluff 
and 
Lonoke. there 


should be set up the privilege of vot- 
ing for at least one alternate site for 
the new county government. It might 
be logical to vole for Carlisle or Haz- 
cn for the county seat, a.s either of 
these towns is nearer to the geographic 
center of the territory embraced willi- 
in the present two counties." 


How Counties Are Divided 


The state contains nine senatorial 


districts of three counties each, Mr. 
Newton pointed out. one of four coun- 
ties, 20 of two counties and only four 
of one county each. His purpose in 
.suggesting the substitution of sena- 
torial diUricts for counties, he.suitl, 
wus merely to set up the principle us 
a working basis. He conceded that

Dawson, Arkansas director of educa- 
tional research, told the house educa- 
tion 
committee 
Tuesday that the 


average annual salary of Arkansas 
teachers is now ?440, and that without 
federal aid 400 schools would be un- 
able to open next September. 


Dawson said school revenues had 


decreased approximately 
on e third 


and a large portion of the money 
taken in for school purposes is re- 
quired for the refunding of outstand- 
ing debts. 


He strongly urged federal assistance 


in the emergency not only for Ar- 
kansas but for the other slates where 
children would be without school 
facilities this fall. 


Asked by committee members if Ar- 


kansas did not have enough pride to 
keep her schools open without federal 
aid, he replied: 


"It is not a matter of public spirit 


but of poverty. 


"Elevator girls in Little Rock and 


Hot Springs, and charwomen at the 
capita! in Washington, get more than 
the average teacher in Arkansas." 


He urged federal assistance for at 


least two years.

PITTSBURGH, Pa.— (/P)-Seven per- 


sons were reported killed 
Monday 


night in the wreck of a Pennsylvania 
eastbound passenger train on Pitts- 
burgh's North Side. The engine and 
the first two cars rolled from a via- 
duct and plunged hito the street. 
Scores were reported injured and an 
emergency call was sent to hospitals 
tiv all available physicians. 


Officials nt the county morgue said 


five bodies had been received there 
and that "there may bo others on the 
way." 


The train, No. 1638, was made up in 


Akron and was en route to New York. 
The accident occurred within the city 
limits before the train reached the 
station. 


Railroad men said the engine went 


off the track on a slight curve which 
approached a viaduct over Merchant 
street. The engine nnd sveeral cars 
tumbled down into the street, the cars 
atop the engine.

pbor, In this article, the fourth 1ft 
htf series ort Child Training, Olive 
rtobefts Barton points oi(t the dif- 
ference between a "house" and a 
"hoine." 


Trie ideal place to bring up a fam* 
ly is a house—a house ih a health- 
ul neighborhood, with a yard given 
partly to beauty and partly to exer- 
cises, ground. 


The house itself sholud bo safely 


plumbed arid Heated. U should have 
enough Windows to let In the' sun and 
enotigh rooms • to avoid crowding. The 
perfect way would bo a room for each 
chikl bui this.is quite often impos- 
sible. 


However, space for growing chil- 


dren plays such u part in their train- 
ing that it is Worth striving for, even 
to sacrificing other things the parents 
may wish. The too-close contacts of 
small quarters, the cramping of limbs 
and consequently spirits, and the dif- 
dicttlty of order mutiply the 
daily 


problems of a mother a hundred fold.

PWA Denounced as 


Failure in State 


Little of Arkansas' 


Million Allotment Ac- 


tually Released 


LITTLE ROCK— In the presence of 


several somewhat startled PWA of- 
ficials from Washington, the state Ad- 
visory Board sang Its swan song Mon- 
day night, called the Public Works 
program in Arkansas a "dismal fail- 
ure," nnd declared "the charges of in- 
efficiency must be laid ;it tho door of 
officials in Washington." 


Other speakers bluntly demanded 


ol the visitors an explanation of "why 
tho PWA has failed to function iii 
Arkansas," and expressed 
the wish 


thnt the state Advisory Board be re- 
tained "as our representation in this 
great project." 


The unexptcted attack occurred at 


n banquet at the Hotel Marion given 
by the Little Rock Chamber of Com- 
merce in honor of Col. Henry M. 
Waite, deputy administrator of the 
PWA, several members of his Wash- 
inglon staff, nnd Public Works of- i 
ficials from the five states in this 
region. 


Has No Apology " 


In reply to the outspoken criticism 


of the administration of Public Works 
in Arkansas, Colonel Waite said: 


"I'll be damned if I offer an 'apology 


for the PWA." 


And he didn't. He didn't even ex- 


plain why the program is lagging in 
Arkansas, except to say: 


"The situation in Arkansas is a lit- 


tle different from other states due to 
Arkansas laws and the restrictions of 
.some of the cities regarding bond 
purchase contracts." 


He didn't specify the laws to whk,!i 


he referred, but after the bantjuet 
questioners were referred to Edward 
H. Folcy Jr., assistant general coun- 
sel of Public Works, who mentioned 
two legal difficulties in the way ol 
PWA bond purchases contracts in Ar- 
kansas which he said can be corrected 
only by additional legislation,
